What is claimed is : 

A brush abrasion detector characterized in that; 

a brush, to which a detecting electrode is embedded into 
a position to which brush abrasion is allowed, is mounted so 
that lower end face of the brush is in contact with a commutator 
of the electric rotating machine or the like, and 

alarming means is connected between said detecting 
electrode and a power supply for the electric rotating machine 
and gives an alarm when a predetermined current is applied to 
the alarming means by bringing the detecting electrode into 
contact with the commutator due to abrasion of brush. 
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
